HARRISBURG, Pa (UPI) - 
he medical mystery over the 
merican Legion killer disease 
eepened today.

ecome less likely and bacteria 
as eliminated from the list of 
ossible causes of the illness 
ult 
killed 
22 persons 
and 
ospitalized scores more. 
Scientists zeroed in on viral 
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diseases, fungus-type ailments 
and toxic chemicals as poten­ 
tial sources of the outbreak that 
struck 
convention-goers 
with 
alarming suddenness after the 
meeting in Philadelphia two 
weeks ago. 
There was hope the 
first 
laboratory 
tests 
to 
detect 
viruses in tissue samples from 
patients might produce some 
results today at the federal 
Center for Disease Control in 
Atlanta or state laboratories in 
Philadelphia. 
But Dr, David Sencer, direc 
tor of the CDC, said it may 
take scientists a week or more 
to find the agent responsible. 
And even then they might come 
up empty-handed. 
“ It is possible we will never 
find out what caused it,” he 
said “ It may be one of those 
one-time illnesses that strike 
occasionally." 
D octors-turned-d e te c tiv e s 


were interviewing all those ill 
with the disease in an effort to 
come up with clues that might 
unlock 
the 
secret 
of 
the 
mystery. 
The symptoms were those of 
severe influenza, but doctors 
said flu 
viruses are highly 
contagious and as of Wednes­ 
day there had been no evidence 
the ailment had spread beyond 
those linked with the conven­ 
tion. 
Health authorities were par­ 
ticularly 
concerned about 
a 
possible outbreak of the swine 
influenza that struck Ft Dix in 
New Jersey in February. 
“As each day passes without 
further spread, it will make us 
rest a little easier that it is not 
swine influenza,” Sencer said

Everett said one CB manu

The walkouts have affected about 2,500 workers at 
more than a dozen mines after expanding to further 
facilities Wednesday. 
Bob Edney, UMW international board m em ber from 
Indiana, invited the union m embers to the Boonville 
meeting where he said officials also would urge the 
miners to return to their jobs. 
The strikes drew out of sympathy for the long-running 
coalfield dispute in West Virginia.

Peabody Coal mines which earlier in the day resumed 
production. The new activity shut down the facilities, 
again meaning all six Peabody mines were closed. 
Investigations also continued Wednesday into a fire 
which heavily damaged a strip shovel at Peabody’s 
Hawthorn m ine. The shovel was valued at $1 million.

The state court did not upset the Wabash Circuit 
Court’s decision awarding custody of Tina Rae to her 
aunt and uncle. Penny and Samual Finnegan, but it did 
reverse the portion of the order allowing the Finnegans 
to adopt the child 
The trial court had ruled that adoption by the sister 
"does not require the consent of the natural mother and 
said consent is dispensed w ith ” But the Court of 
Appeals said tin* natural mother, Sadie Rae Egan, was 
denied due process because she never was notified

Wines “Ease Tension” 


BALTIMORE (UPI) - Philip 
Wagner has a European’s view 
of 
wines 
as 
natural 
and 
essential to the enjoyment of 
life. With growing success he 
has 
tried 
to 
spread 
this 
attitude, through his wines, his 
vines and his writing 


“Better than any pill they 
ease tension and replace it with 
a sense of relaxed well being,” 
he writes in his latest book, 
Grapes into Wine (Knopf $12.50 
hardcover and $5.95 paper). 
The book is an update of his 
"American Wines and Winema­ 
king,” a bible for amateur 
winemakers first published 40 
years ago and now in the eighth 
printing of its fifth edition. 


At 70, Wagner is the best 
example 
of 
the 
therapeutic 
qualities of his adopted profes­ 
sion. 
He still operates his Boordv 
Vineyards winery and nursery 
near Baltimore and is allied 
with wineries of the same name 
in New York and Washington. 
He writes a syndicated column 
on 
current 
affairs 
and 
is 
thinking 
of 
doing 
another 
edition of his other book. “A 
Winegrower’s Guide.” 
W'agner retired in 1964 as 
editor of the Baltimore Sun, 
where he had worked since the 
1930s. He became interested in 
winemaking in his youth and 
began bringing French hybrid 
vines into the United States to 
plant where European vinifera 
vines would not grow . Vinifera 
are the chief source of old 
world wine and table grapes. 


W agner’s hobby becam e a 
part time job when he and his 
wife, 
Jocelyn, 
opened 
their 
winery 30 years ago. 
They since have played a 
quiet but critical role in the 
growing interest in wine in 
America, especially outside of 
California. 
In the 1940s, Mrs. Wagner 
redesigned a simple wine glass 
for their use and sale that has 
become the standard glass in 
general use. 
Wagner, 
like

Johnny 
Appleseed of grapes, spread his 
vines 
across 
the 
country.

But 
they have little application to 
everyday wines.” 
“The business of feeding and 
being fed slips all too easily 
into a dreary routine whether 
by accident or necessity, and 
the result is invariably reflect 
ed in our health and happiness. 
An 
army 
marches 
on

s to m a c h , a n d s o d o e s life in 
general. 
“The remarkable thing about 
wine is the way it buoys up our 
fare,” he wrote. 
“Life does not consist solely 
of great occasions. For ordi 
nary occasions, ordinary wines 
are best .” 
He also tries to dispel the 
beliet of the importance of soil 
for good wine. He ranks it 
fourth in importance behind the 
quality 
of 
the 
grapes, 
the 
climate and the winemaker’s 
skill. 
Wagner explains simply and 
thoroughly how to make good 
red, white and rose table wines 
and 
sparkling 
and 
fortified 
wines. 
“Wine isn t all that hard to 
make if you aren't too fussy 
about its quality," he writes. 
He also makes clear what is 
essential to making good wine. 
His 
appendix 
on 
chemical 
analysis is comprehensive but 
easy to understand 
The 
book 
deals 
almost 
entirely with wines made from 
fresh grapes, but Wagner also 
discusses concentrates and 
gives advice on using them to 
best advantage 
Grapes into Wine would be 
enjoyable reading for anyone 
interested in the beverage, even 
for those who never intend to 
crush grapes But alter reading 
Wagner’s Ix io k , some may be 
tempted.

Dr Doodrick explains what 
happens when fabric softeners 
have been

incorrectly. 
They have lieen known to leave 
unsightly pale bluish or cream 
colored, waxy spots (often 


looking like grease spots) that 
may turn brown upon aging or 
after having been ironed. Stains 
usually occur, says the Purdue 
specialist, 
when 
undiluted 
fabric s o f te n e r comes in c o n f a c t 
wiHi the fabric 


I o prevent staining, follow the 
directions on the container for 
the amount to use, and dilute the 
softener w ith 
to I cup of warm 
water 
If your wastier has a 
softener dispenser, consult the 
o p era to r’s instruction card 
about adding softener Keep iii 
mind, adds Dr. Good rick, that 
too much softener, or continual 
use of the product, can make 
clothes such as diapers and 
towels non absorbent.

It m ust certainly disturb other 
readers besides m yself. — Mrs. 
II T., Penn. 
Dear Mrs. T .: 
U n fo rtu n a tely , 
so m e pro­ 
gram s are created 
with the 
m ain objective of capturing the 
attention of view ers rallier than 
providing sound m edical ad­ 
vice. 
All of us have known people 
who 
b e liev e 
th a t, 
h avin g 
recovered from a 
particular 
disease, they are autom atically 
authorities on that disorder. 
I lu n e listened with dism ay 
and 
have 
heard 
16-year-old 
post-heroin addicts speak with 
the 
authority 
of 
sociologists 
about the cause, the prevention 
and the cure of drug addiction. 
All of us have heard 
Hie 
person who, after a few sessions 
with 
a 
psychotherapist, 
ex­ 
pounds about the ego, the id, the 
su p ere g o , 
g u ilt, 
o b sessio n , 
hostility and aggression. 
They “authoritatively” know 
Die advantages of Freudian, 
Jungian and Adlerian schools of 
psychotherapy and will “ fight 
to the death" with anyone who 


has the temerity to dispute 
them.

them . 
The 
people, 
in 
delegating 
authority, do not give their public servants 
the right to decide what is good for the 
people to know and what is not good for 
them to know .”

bill 
does 
not 
contain 
a 
crim inal 
penalty but provides that any citizen who 
has been denied the rights guaranteed by 
the proposed law “m ay bring a com plaint to 
com pel inspection.” It also specifies the

Refugee Roundup

More than 200 V ietnam ese , have been 
arrested in Bangkok during the past w eek 
for illegally leaving their areas of restriction 
in the northeastern provinces. 
The arrests cam e virtually on the eve of 
B hichai’s 
trip 
to 
neighboring 
Laos 
on 
Saturday and a four-day visit to Vietnam 
im m ediately afterward. 
Bhichai recently has toured refugee areas 
in 
the 
northeast, 
w here 
40,000 
Meo 
tribesm en from 
Laos 
and 
an estim ated 
24,000 Laotians have sought refuge since the 
Com m unists began tightening their control 
over the Vientiane governm ent a year ago. 
Another 
45,000 
V ietnam ese 
fled 
their 
country during the Indochina wars over the 
past 30 years and are restricted to towns 
and villages in the sam e general area. 


Laos, backed by Hanoi, 
claim s 
16 of 
Thailand’s northeastern provinces, inhabited 
by a high percentage of ethnic Laotians. 
Vietnam , 
for 
its part, 
repeatedly 
has 
com plained about treatm ent of Vietnam ese 
living in the area. 
Nguyen Van Tin, representative of the 
V ietnam ese Red Cross in Thailand, appealed 
to Queen Sirikit, honorary chairm an of the 
Thai Red Cross, to intervene on behalf of the 
refugees. 
The V ietnam ese, a vigorously enterprising 
people, have com e under attack by Thai 
citizen groups. They require special passes 
each tim e they leave their restricted areas. 


Religion In America 


The English language Daily Voice of the 
Nation new spaper accused the m ilitary of 
trying to create a situation which would 
restore the arm y to the power it lost during 
an October, 1973, uprising. 
“The police would be doing nothing wrong 
in m oving against the refugees com ing to 
Bangkok in a m ethodical m anner, but we 
.suspect that in m aking this swoop there is'a 
deliberate intention to upset Mr. B hichai’s 
visit.” The new spaper said in an editorial. 
“ Much has been written in Thailand and 
abroad 
about 
how 
the 
r i g h t - w i n g , 
spearheaded by the m ilitary, is trying to 
create conditions in the country w hereby the 
military can return to power under the 
cover of a public consensus.” 
B hichai’s trip to Laos was seen as an 
attempt to work out an agreem ent to reopen 
the border between the two countries. The 
border w as closed last Novem ber after a 
Thai navy ship w as sunk allegedly by Pathet 
Lao soldiers firing from the opposite bank of 
the Mekong River.

Cum m ins, will be argued in the Suprem e 
Court som etim e this fall, after the court’s 
new term opens. 
The prim ary issue involved in the case is 
the extent to which an em ploye may refuse 
to work on certain days because of religious 
beliefs. 


Paul Cum mins, a supervisor at the Parker 
Seal Co., Berea, Ky., joined the World Wide 
Church of God, a “Sabbatarian” religion 
which prohibits its m em bers from working 
from sundown on Friday to sundown on 
Saturday.

refused to work on Saturdays and eventually 
w as discharged by Parker Seal. 
The
